Boston, Magas., March 1.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Thomas U. Sisson, of 
Mississippi, launched a boom for Con- 
gtessman Oscar Underwood for the 
democratioa presidential nomination 
here today, in a speech at the Boston 
Fruit and Produce Exchange. 

Congressman Sisson said: 

“The time has come when the demo- 
cratic party can select a candidate 
from the south.
